He held that the farmer's wife who supplied 
batter to private customers should not be 
asked to pay a 5s, licence fee and 4d. per lb. 
on her butter. 

Mr. R. CURRAN (U.I., Tipperary) said 
that as far as he could judge from the argu- 
ments of the Minister, the position was that 
at present the farmers were getting 6d, per 
lb. per butter, but by paying 4d. per Ib. 
under this bill they “ir get 
At present the price of creamery vutter was 
rather high, and the farmers were not getting 
the benefit of those prices. He knew of one 
struggling creamery from which the Minister 
took £7,000 last year in levies and put the 
money into the pool, but the men bringing 
milk to the creamery were hot benefited bv 
that action. He predicted that the bill would 


f lead to evasion of the law. 


COMPROMISE SUGGESTED 


Mr. HASLETT (Ind., Monaghan) sug- 
gested to the Minister that he would agree 
to raise the exemption on small producers 
from Sib. to 10lb. or 151b., and, in his 
opinion, the compromise might meet , the 
difficulty about the injustice that would be 
imposed on farmers who sold to. private 
consumers only. 

Dr. RYAN, the Minister, said that it was 
absolutely hopeless to try and get Deputy 
Dillon to understand anything ‘Some farmers 
had been getting 1s. 2d. a lb., while others 
had been receiving 6d. a lb. for butter. 
One result of the levy would be to raise the 
low price to 8id. It had been stated that 
the farmers were being taxed to bencfit the 
creameries. Theas was no euggestion of that. 


FARMERS AND CREAMERIES 


Mr. COBURN (U.f.. Louth) said that 
there was no necessity for a register in con- 
nection with butter made in the farmer's 
home. Some vears ago Mr. Semple’s policy 
was ‘“‘Hands off the creameries,’’ but, as 
time went or. all these lev es were put on, 
and latterly they had not heard from him, 
good, bad. or indifferent. 

It was difficult to understand’ why the 
farmers of Louth were to be asked to pay 
4d. a pound more for their butter in order 
to assist the creameries in the South, If they 
were not paying. the soonér the creameries 
were blown up the better. There was a 
great deal of the blackboard about this bill. 
Anything could be proved by figures on a 
blackboard, but there was a great difference 
between theory and practice. He feared 
that, even after all the complicated legisla- 
tion proposed, the farmer would, in the 
future, receive much less for his butter. The 
majority of farmers in this country. wonld 
préfer a free market, and would be richer 
for it. | 

“There is too much artificiality in this 
country,’’ said the Deputy.

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"MAN who had been sentenced to seven 
A years’ papal servitude in July last was 
ordered to be released yesterday. 

At the request co. the Honie Secretary, 
the Court of Criminal Appeal, London, con- 
sisting of the Lord Chef Justice (Lord 
Hewart) and Justices Avory ‘and Humphrey, 
yesterday reviewed the case of John Binney, 
the 31-year-old Sheffield fitter. who was sen- 
tenced at Derbyshire Assizes last July to 
seven years’ penal servitude on an indictment 
which charged him with demanding money 
by menaces from Mrs, Hilda Annie Clift, of 
the Rising Sun Hotel, Bamford, Derbyshire. 

Binney had strenuously denied the charge, 
declaring that’ he had never been to the 
hotel. The charge was based on letters which 
he was said to have written to Mrs. Clift. 
Handwriting and ink experts differed in the 
evidence they gave, but the jury decided that 
Binney was the man who wrote the letters. 

A few weeks later he sought the permission 
of the Court of Criminal Appeal to appeal 
against his conviction, but this was refused, 
and for ten months he has been serving the 
sentence at Dartmoor Prison. 

The case was referred to the Criminal 


Appeal Court by the Home Secretary under | 


Section 19 (a) of the Criminal Appeal Act, 
1907—a practice which is rare. 

Counsel for. the prisoner said Mrs. Clift 
was a director of w company owning the 
Rising Sun, which, he understood, was a 
“road house.”

Mr. William E. Forbes, a handwriting 
expert, gave evidence, and expressed the 


opinion that the original letters and those 


received while Binney was in prison were in 
the same handwriting. . 
Lord Hewart then held a consultation with 


his brothér judges, and judgment was given 
allowing the appeal and quashing the conyic- 


tion. : 
‘* There is no evidence,” said Lord Hewart, 
“ that Binney wrote the later letters in prison 


and somehow contrived to smuggle them out 
of jail. 


On the contrary, there is evidence 
now before the Court that to the best of their 
knowledge and belief the officers concerned 


consider it was quite impossible ‘that those 


letters could have been sent from prison. 

‘* Theoretically, it might be possible. that 
the letters might have been written in advance 
and preserved, to be sent later for the inspec- 
tion of the Home Office, if occasion should

““In imposing the new conditions,” he 
continued, “ a distinction should be made 
between the industries that are now pay- 
ing fair wages and those in which a la 
number of the workers are underpaid.

‘‘Tt would be fairer if wages were 
advanced in the industries where they ave 
now too low rather than that a general 
increase should be made, irrespective of 
present conditions, ,,°..

BURDEN OF TAXATION 


“ Where this proposed legislation would 
mean a great increase in labour costs the 
Federation will probably be against it. 
Industry in the Free State is not so well 
established yet that it can bear high 
labour costs. Probably that is why unde- 
sirable conditions in some factories have 
been overlooked so far. None of the 
Federation’s members are in favour of 
underpaying employés, however. The 
difficulty is that in many industries in this 
country employers, already bearing very 
high taxation, have reached the limit so 
far as labour costs are concerned; they 
cannot possibly go om if they are higher, 
because taxation is such a great burden. 

“T do not know how the workers will 
look on the legislation in regard to over- 
time. With the ebb and flow of orders. 
there has to be a good deal of broken time 
in some industries, and the workers like 
to recoup themselves in the busy seasons 
with overtime work.

DR. RYAN’S TASK 


Dr. Ryan undertook the difficult task of 
showing that the bill was the best possible 
thing in the best of all possible worlds. He 
put it to the Opposition as a sporting offer 
that they should accept the bill, and he 
would guarantee that the market prices in 
July would justify it. The Opposition, 
however, were not taking any chances. 
They would not even accept the Minister's 
assurance that without the bill the farmer 
would get 6d. per lb. for his butter, while 
with the bill he would get 834. per lb. Mr. 
Curran, who claimed that he knew as much 
about the dairy industry as anybody in the 
House, expressed astonishment that the 
Minister would make such a statement. In 
his view the bill was intended to extract 
more money out of the dairy industry, and 
it would do that. 
Dr. Ryan led the House through the 
various phases of Government finance in 
respect of the dairying industry, and judg- 
ing by some of the questions asked towards 
the end, the situation, so far from being 
= ge was really worse confounded. 
‘Throughout the debate little was heard 
of the consumer, but in reply to a question 
late in the debate Dr. Ryan gave the some- 
what gratifying assurance that so long as 
the consumer stuck to creamery butter he 
would be unaffected; but if he took 
farmers’ butter he would pay more for it.
